THE COUNCIL'S ACTION. 


It is not easy to summarize 


the city council did last night on 
tho iuterurban questions.

be;-n disposed of, and occurred on 
Councilman Sordelet's motion for the 
adoption of his own report. 
This 


report, the full text of which will be 
found in the official report printed 
elsewhere, committed tne council to 
oppose tho 
granting of 
terminal 


facilities to any company, urban or 
interurban, but recommending- that 
the city build its own tracks ar.d 
loops, which other roads desiring to 
come down town should be obliged to 
use at a fair rental, to bo fixed by 
the city and paid to the city. The 
report truthfully 
added 
that the 


streets are the city's most valuable 
assets, and then judiciously or other- 
wise tacked a little 
rider 
on the 


whole business by suggesting that 
power, electric lighting, etc.. could 
all be derived from a common source. 


Mr. Sordekt mcved the acceptance 


of the report and its reference to the 
board of works, which motion Mr. 
Hcssy amended by moving to concur 
and then reier.

MUST WOKK TOGETHER. 


A situation has developed in local 


traction matters making it impera- 
tive that the mayor, board of works 
and city council come to some under- 
standing as to the policy to be pur- 
sued. A majority of the council has 
served notice on the board that no 
more franchises 
for 
down town 


streets may be granted in expectation 
of the council's approval. 
At the 


same time the council has referred 
tho last Southwestern franchise back 
to the 'board for action and with it 
the proposition of a syndicate that 
proposes to construct a city traction 
system. If the council means what 
it has just gone on record as favor- 
ing, 
further consideration by the 


board of the franchise matters sub- 
mitted to it will be a waste of time 
and serve only to further complicate 
the situation. 
It is time for the 


board and council to get together in 
conference that each may be enlight- 
ened. The board ought not to pro- 
ceed further without knowledge of 
what it can do that the council will 
approve. We believe Mayor Berghoi? 
ought to make haste in arranging for 
such a conference. Such joint ac- 
tion, of course, cannot be made legal- 
ly binding upon cither branch of the 
municipal government, but it may 
result in agreement upon some pro- 
gram that both would be bound in 
-fcoaor to abide by. 


company that has* made a tentative 
propositioa to construct a competing 
city traction, system on a four-cerr 
fnre basis, then a settlement of tin 
whole interurban problem on term! 
attractive to such enterprises may 
well be made an explicit and indubit- 
able condition of &ny such franchise, 
Councilman Sordelet's municipal ter- 
minal loop scheme presents some ad- 
mirable phases, because stich a ter- 
minal system, if provided, will make 
it possible for interurban companies 
to deal directly 
with the city for 


terms of entrance without obligation 
to consult the wishes or advantages 
of any intervening interest whtever. 


Financial practicability is the fac- 


tor that at once enters most largely 
into consideration of the municipal 
ownership project. 
Doubt is raised

Dili- 


gence in settling the terminal ques- 
tion and providing accommodations 
for interurban lines being of first 
importance, the city's ability to 
launch such a project is a very 
serious matter indeed, and whatever 
course is decided upon ought to be 
pursued as fast as possible. 


It is a condition and not a theory 


that confronts the board. If it is to 
serve the best interests of the city 
it must deal with this condition 
wisely and diligently. 
The council 


has declared in favor of municipal 
terminals, but a part of the majority 
that made such dictum passible were 
serving another purpose. All the 
turmoil, confusion and work of the 
past six months7 discussion of inter- 
urban questions have come to naught 
and the board of works must begin 
again. It is a big job, but we hope 
it will be settled. 


WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


Th3 report of the committee ap- 


pointed by the city council to inves- 
tigate and report on a scheme for a 
municipal terminal loop for the use 
of intarurban railroads is a curious 
document. The person, who attampts 
to assimilate all of it at a sitting 
will be apt to have a severe attack 
cf mental indigestion. 
Adoption and 


approval of that report and the coun* 
cU's record last night on two other 
traction matters make up a most 
amazing hodge-podge of inconsisten- 
cies. 


The majority made the council put 


itself on record against granting of 
any more down-town streets for any

•of works. As soon as that was ac- 
complished the same majority rushed

RATHBUN CONFESSES AGAIN 


DECLARES HIS WIFE WAS IN 


PLOT WITH HIM* 


HIS VICTIM'S NAME GOODMAN 


GOVERN31ENT WILL GIVE HIM 


TO INDIANA OFFICERS. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 13.—Newell 


C. Rathbun, who is in. jail hero on 
suspicion 
of "having 
murdered 


Charles Goodman in Jeffersonville, 
made another damaging admission to 
the detectives today. For the first 
time he admitted that he had a con- 
federate in Little Rock and when 
closely questioned he stated that his 
wife was in part of the conspiracy 
to secure insurance money illegally 
although he insisted that she was en- 
tirely innocent of complicity in any 
plot to put Goodman out of the way, 


At first Rathbun stated that his 


only confederate was a deserter from 
the regular army by the name of 
Blanchard, but he finally admitted 
that this was false and that Blan- 
chard was fictitious. He then stated 
yetsterday morning that he had work- 
ed the plot out alone. 


The suspicions of Caprtain Sullivan 


were aroused this morning by news 
from Little Rock that a Hiss Corinne 
Pricer had stated that Rathbun had 
proposed a very much similar plot 
of defrauding on insurance company 
to her and said that if she would 
marry him and carry out ther part 
that he would send a corpse home; 
that it could be buried as him, and 
that he and she would divide the in- 
surance money. He also learned that 
Mrs. 
Rathbun insisted that the 


corpse sent from Jeffersonville and 
not from Little Rock was that of her 
husband. 


TOLD BUT PART OF TROTH. 
After 
ascertaining these facts, 


Captain 
Sullivan 
had 
Rathbun 


brought into his private office and 
interrogated him about the phase of 
the cose. 
' ' ''^J'T^gjJJI^ 


Rathbun said: "I have only told 


you part of the truth, so far. " I ar- 
ranged this matter with my wife in 
Little Reck long ago, but did not 
want to bring 
her into -the case. 


Now it looks like I will have to. I 
told her that I would find a corpse 
and that she was to telegraph for it 
to be buried and then colloct the in- 
surance and in time I would desert 
again from the army and meat her at 
some place and we would divide it." 


After making this statement Rath- 


bun said that his wife knew nothing 
of any plot to commit murder or to 
set fire to a hotel. 


"Indeed," he said, <»no murder was 


committed, for I did not kill Good- 
man* I might have killed him if 
necessary, but he died from natural 
causes." 


One of the most perplexing fea- 


tures of the case as it now presents 
itself to the police is in regard to the 
real identity of the prisoner 
here. 


That he has been passing 'himself 
over the country as Lieut. Newell C. 
Rathbun, that he was married in 
Little Rock under that name, and 
that he was insured for $4,000 ap- 
pear to be certain, but the detectives 
are convinced that it is an alias and 
that he has never told his real name 
or his real home. 


WILL SURRENDER HIM. 


Washington, 
Nov. 13.—-The war 


department has decided to sen'd 
Newell C. Rathbun from Louisville 
to Jeffersonville, Ind., under mili- 
tary escort and there turn him over 
to the civil authorities. 
The mili- 


tary authorities are 'holding Rath- 
bun on the charge of desertion from 
the United States army, but believe 
he should bo tried on the more seri- 
ous charge of murder preferred 
against him in Indiana. As he is a 
prisoner of the United States gov- 
ernment no requisition will be re- 
quired to take him from Kentucky to 
Indiana.

Botha's Headquarters in the

rs in the saddle, says the London 
representative of the Tribune. The 
National Liberal Feeration i» agita- 
ting for a full and explicit.declara- 
tion of terms from Downing street, 


but this is a political maneuver di- 
rected by the pro-Boers. Kruger and 
Leyds are credited, for 'the first time, 
with a willingness to consider some* 
thing less than actual national inde- 
pendence as a basis for peace, but 
the rumors from Holland are con- 
tradictory and illusory. There is a 
story that the Boers in arms have ap- 
proached Kitchner and have intimat- 
ed a desire for peace without any 
reference to Kruger, Steyn or Botha, 
but this is a transparent fiction, 
started for the purposs of explaining 
Salisbury's veiled 
reference 
to 


grounds of confidence which he could 
not lay bare. There can be no peace 
while 8,000 Boers and cape rebels 
hold the field, under a dozen or more 
guerilla leaders. 


Kitchener's last report shows how 


scattered -these forces are, and how 
narrow is their range of operations.

Shipping Suffers Immensely and the 


Number of Lives Lost Grows 


Hore Appalling. 


London, Nov. 13.—The gale which 


has been sweeping over Great Britain 
and Ireland for the past two days 
continues unabated at many coast 
points. Over the -Welsh lowlands the 
torrential rains are increasing, caus- 
ing disastrous floods. Reports of 
wrecks and casualties continue 
to 


flow in. The death list, made up of 
threes and fours, has an aggregate 
reaching one hundred. 


The mail boat Nord, from Dover for 


Calais, which last night ran down 
the lightship of the works of the 
new Dover pier, has succeeded in re- 
turning to Dover. The moils and 
passengers are safe. The crew of the 
lightship was also landed this mom- 
ing, after pissing a terrible night at 
sea in a small boat. 


The British steamer Stelvio has 


been beached at Dover* She is high 
an'd dry across the pax'ade. 


Early today a French bark struck 


off Hendon. Nineteen of the crew 
were drowned. 


Several other wrecks ha-v© been re- 


ported, but the weather in most cases 
prevents the identiflcation of 
the 


craft. Two vessels in distress were 
sighted last evening off Dungeness, 
but the weather was so severe that 
the lifeboat was unable to put out to 
their assistance. This morning one 
of them sank. The other, a steamer, 
reached West bay, where a tug is 
now standing by her. 


The revenue cutter Active has been 


wrecked 
in the Firth of Pourth. 


Twenty-three of 'her crew were 
drowned and three were saved.

HOW BOYS OF THE NINTH DIED 


BRAVE FELLOWS OF COMPANY C 


FELL FIGHTING. 


, Victoria, B.'C., Nov. 13.—Lieut. F. 
P. Allison, U. S. N., who arrived here 
yestereday on board the 
steamer 


Empress of China, on the way home 
from Manila, gives some interesting 
details of the recent massacre of the 
members of the Ninth infantry at 
Samar. Lieutenant Allison says the 
natives has grown to like the colors:! 
troops who ihad been stationed there 
and when the Ninth arrived it was 
thought by the American troops that 
the same friendly feeling would be 
shown to them and the guard was not 
as strictly kept as it otherwise would 
have "been.. 
The night 'before the 


massacro the village presidents c.ime 
to Captain Connell and before the 
padre declared that it -would take 100 
more 'bombres (native laborers) to do 
certain pioneer work. 
He did not 


•have the men and begged the in- 
dulgence of tho army captain. 


Honest and true in the- legitimate 


discharge of his duty, Captain Con- 
nell said: "Do the best you cnn. 
Get any native who will work, but 
clear away the underbrush." 


BUTCHERY BEGINS. 


Just after daybreak tho natives 


with bolos to cut underbrush began 
coming; into camp. Then the massa- 
cre began. The last underbrush man 
killed the sentry. The church hell 
rang and the soliliers went to break- 
fast below the floor that hold their 
arms. The insurgents divided. Half 
went upstairs and shot down and tho 
other half went in the messroom nnd 
murdered the unarmed soldiers by 
force of numbers. Not one of the sur- 
vivors turned his back upon the 
scene of carnage until all was lost, 
their officers fallen, their comrades 
slaughtered and a terrible vengeance 
executed npon the enemy. Then they 
saved themselves and their wounded 
mates. 


Captain Connell apparently was 


awakened in his quarters 'by the at- 
tackers pouring in. He was alone, so 
he jumped from the window down in 
among .his guards, but they had all 
-been slaughtered. 
He was struck 


down by many bolos almost as soon 
as he struck the ground. Not satis- 
fied with killing him, the assassins 
hacked his body and severed the 
head, upon which they piled paper 
and sticks of wood, setting them on 
flrc to render the face unrecognizable. 
The body, however, was identified by 
Lieutenant DrouillartTst detachment, 
which came down from Br.sey. 


BADLY MUTILATED. 


The bodies oC Lieutenant Buni.pus 


and the doctor were found upon, a 
bridge leading up to the quarters, 
over a little stream. The lieutenant 
•had a bolo cut horizontally across the 
forehead, almost severing the top of 
the head, and a deep gash down each 
side of the face, so that when his 
body was picked up the face was 
practically severed from the rest of 
the head. The doctor's toady was not 
so badly mutilated. 


-Separated 
from 
their weapons, 


most of the rank and file fought lik& 
heroes with table knives, stones, 
clubs and such rude weapons as 
chance threw in their way. It was a 
bitter fate that befell those who 
closed with the Americans before 
they had received their death wounds.

EVANSVILLE. 


WERE FOUND MILES APART 


EACH VICTIM STRANGLED BY 


MURDERER. 


NO CLUE TO THE MYSTERY 


ONE PERSON THOUGHT TO BE 


GUILTY OP BOTH CRIMES. 


Evansville, Iiid., Nov. 13.—The po- 


lice are hard at work in an endeavor 
to gain some information as to the 
deaths of the two women whose 
bodies, miles apart, were found near 
here yesterday, one in the morning 
nnd the other last evening. 
Both 


had been strangled and each body 
was found lying in a ditch by tho 
roadside. These facts lead the police 
to believe that tooth murders warn 
committed by the same person. The 
jody of Mrs. Georgia Railey, a widow, 
was found near the public hig-hway a 
mil from the city.

Deep 
finger marks were also visible on her 
:hroat. What possible motive exist- 
ed for cither crime is not explain- 
able, as neither woman was known to 


ave an enemy and nothing is known 


to link the two of them in any affair 
likely to furnish an excuse for one 
man to attack both. -The similarities 
3f these two murders to two others 
in this city during the last three 
years forms another strange incident 
of the case.

FOUND AT NIGHT.

another and similar crime last nipfJi*-. 
As in the first case, the victim was a 
woman, and each 'body was found ir. 
a ditch beside a road. Late last even- 
ng some children -passing along1 a 
mblic highway a mile from town 
discovered a woman's body in a ditch. 
The coroner was summoned and had 
the victim removed. The woman was 
dentified as Miss Lena Renner, of 
Jasper, Ind. 
She was with John 


Kifer, a railroad man, Monday night. 
The latter was arrested last night 
,nd locked up, but on being closely 
questioned he told such a straight- 
forward story that he was later re- 
cascd. Xifer had the girl's pocket- 
book in his .possession and returned 
t where the girl was staying, an.1 
this led to his arrest. Ho claimed 
she had given it to him to cany and 
ie had forgotten to return it. 


A post -mortem examination was 


icld and the result was that evidence 
was developed to show that the wo- 
man had been strangled to death. 
This bore out the theory of murder 
idvanced earlier in the evening, 
when an examination was made of 
the spot where the body was found. 
It showed that a desperate struggle 
had taken place after rain had be- 
gun to fall.

At first Rathbun/ stated that his 


only confederate was a deserter from 
the regular army by the name of 
Blanchard, but he finally admitted 
that this was false and that Blan- 
chard was fictitious. He then stated 
yesterday morning that he had work- 
ed -the plot out alone. 
; 


The suspicions of Captain Sullivan 


were aroused this morning by news 
from Little B'ock that a Miss Corinne 
Pricer had stated that Rathbun had 
proposed a very much similar plot 
of defrauding am insurance company 
to her and said that if she would 
marry him and carry out !her part 
that he would send a corps* 'home; 
that it could be buried as him, and 
that he and she would divide the in- 
surance mnney. He also learned that 
Mrs. 
Rathbuii insisted that the 


corpse sent from JefEersonvUle and 
not from Little Rock was that of her 
husband.

GIVEN SOME POINTERS. 


A Visit to the RsSiiery at Kalamazoo 


Proves Most Interesting— 


Eeet Culture.. 


The possibility of successfully rai-s- 
ng sugar facets in Allen county has 
been receiving considerable attention 
during1 the past year, and farmers 
have been aske^i 1.3 experiment upon 
a snip.ll patch, of ground—say from 
one to three, acres--before embarking 
in the cultivation upon a large scalp. 
Reports nave been coming' in, and it 
is claimed that in every instance the 
experiment has been mcst successful. 


A short time ag-o Messrs. K. F. 


Schnelker, of Nev/ Havfin; Peter 
Certia and J. B. litoniiiiig-, of this 
city, marie a visit to Kalamazoo for 
tlie purpose of inspecting the factory 
of the Kalaraazoo refinery, and thsy 
weer impressed by what they learned 
there. "We learned much about the 
;ugar beet, its cultivation and final 
finish as sugar." said Mr. Homiing to 
n. reporter for The Sentinel. 
"The 


factory we visited 'has a capacity of 
500 tons of beets per day, producing 
350 barrels of sugar. The buildings 
cover thirty-five acres and are loca-ted 
along the Kalnmaxoo river, in order 
.o secure both good water and good 
drainage, F. J. Henry, Ihe secretary 
and treasurer, told us the plant was 


reeled at a cost of $350,000, nnd it 
;an utilize tfie crop oC sugar beets 
from 8.000 or 10,000 acres of land. 


SAW V7HOLE PTIOCIoSS. 


We bad the pleasure of seeing t'1- 


beets unloaded from ilie car, pass 
through tho processes in Ihe.rcnnipry 
•md into the barrel ready for sliiy- 
nieiit as sug-nr," continued TVIr. Blon- 
ning, "and it v^as very interesting. 
Farmers can raise in £0od seasons fif- 
teen tons of bsets to the acre, nnd this 
year, btin™ very dry, tho yield was 
twelve tons to the acre. The beets 
arc planted in rows twenty inches 
apart, the beets from eig'lit to twelve 
inches apart. The soil bast adapted 
for the cultivation of tlie beel is black 
loiuu, with clay or sand subsoil. 


"They told us there v.-as from 10 to 
2 per cent, of sugar in the beets, anil 


"Mr. Her.ry says they nim to get 12 
per cent, of sugar. Tho pulp remain- 
ing is sold ns feed for sheep and cat- 
;le, and is said to be excellent. They 
pay from $3.75 to $4.50 per ton for 
all beets. 


Mr. Henry lias been in Allen cnun- 


ty." continued Mr. Monning, "and 
says the soil bere is particularly 
adapted to raising sugar beets. Ee 
would like to see 5,000 acres in Allen 
county plnnted to t'he sugar boefcs 
next year, and says it will prove more 


.tisfactory to the farmer than any 


other crop he can raise. The factory 
in question lias been running1 one 
year, and irs product is sold as ra.pid- 
ly r.s it can bfi manufactured. 
Tho 


beets can be raised at less expense 
than almost any other farm product. 


•Indiana has no sugar beet refm- 


crles, but other states are vicing "with 


h nt.hpv in the raising- of bssts. 


In 1898 laichigtm had but one refin- 
ery; in 1899 there were eiffht added; 


1000 tin-Eft more were established, 


and four more went into operation 
this year, n:aking- a total of sixteen 
refineries now running in Michigan. 
Farmers in that state have realized 
as hijjh as $125 per acre for their 
siujai1 beel crop. The seed is import- 
ed fro Germany and is known as the 
Klein Wnnzlcbener. 
This variety 


produces the best results, nnd can b-2 
purchased for fifteen cents per pound. 
About fifteen pounds of seed are ra- 
quircd to the acre."

BRILLIANT LECTTTEE BY EL- 


BERT HUBBAHD. 


Tells About That Interesting: Colony 


at West Jefferson Street 


Church of Christ. 


Elbert Hubbard, "Fra Albertus,'1 


chief of the Roycroft workers, editor 
of the Philistine.-philosopher, scholar 
an;i author of many brief stories that 
have become famous all over 
the 


country, was heard Monday evening 
at the West Jefferson, street Church 
of Christ, his lecture being the open- 
ing one of the 
People's Lecture 


course. The audience, thcaigh not a 
large one, was thoroughly apprecia- 
tive and listened with unabated in- 
terest for more than an hour and a 
half to Fra Albertus' "preachment," 
as he called it. 


Mr. Hubbard's subject was "Book- 


m'aking," which is one of the chief 
occupations of the Roycrofters. "The 
Roycroft shops," he said, "is a place 
where 300 philosophers make books 
and think. We don't make books to 
sell for fourteen cents on Fridays; 
no, indeed; our books sell from $2 to 
$250. Our work is said to be orig-- 
inal. 
It is not. We are making 


books as near as we calx like those 
made in Venice in 
1192 by the 


monks. 
Our books are high-class, 


therefore high priced." 


'Mr. Hubbard then, entered into a 


detailed description of the unique 
social order of which he is the head, 
frequently digressing to tell some 
interesting story about himself and 
the people he has met. Fra Albertus 
is a lover of children and believes 
that children should ,be heard as well 
as seen. Every child is an embryo 
artist and shouldn't be punished if 
he marks on the wall or soils his 
clothes •making mud pies. The work 
of the hands is a sure reflector of 
character. Therefore, if 
a child 


wants to cut up your 
Munsey or 


Homa Journal, it is much wiser to 
let him do it than to repress the in- 
stinct of art. 


Mr. Eubbard believes in having 


music in the work room. It is a 
good business investment. 
Music 


has a soothing as well as a stimulat- 
ing effect and the more that can be 
absorbed 
the 
better. Music ab- 


sorbed into the being comes out at 
the finger tips. 
Mr. Hubbard re- 


gards the kindergarten as the great- 
est step ever taken in practical edu- 
cation. 
In the 
kindergarten 
the 


child is instructed as well as amused 
and the artistic sense is developed as 
well as the practical. "Art is the 
expression of a man's joy in his 
work" is a tart definition, that holds 
a. high place in the estimation of Fra 
Albertus. He believes in finding out 
in what direction a child^s taste lies 
and developing the child's 
career 


along that line. He believes in mak- 
ing- work attractive and not teach- 
ing1 a child to regard it as a punish- 
ment, and the Roycroft shops at East 
Aurora, W; Y., are operated accord- 
ing' to thess principles. Mr. Hub- 
bard believes in running things on 
a co-operative basis and ono of his 
favorite masrims is, "One way to 
succeed is to do something for some- 
one else.'' 
He does not believe in 


giving a dollar and getting nothing 
in return; for every dollar paid out 
a dollar's worth should be received, 
"or a dollar and ten cents' worth," 
he added, 
naively. 
Mr. Hubbard 


caused a ripple of amusement by 
saying that a preacher who prepared 
n serincn got more benefit from it 
than the congregation, and applied 
the same rule to a club woman who 
prepared a careful article to bs read 
bsfore her club. 


There are good points in everyone; 


the boy who is expelled from, school 


is possessed of a surplus energy, he 
is full of impressions to which fee 
desires to give expression, and is not j 
necessarily bad. 
Mr. Hubbard 
is 


charitable in the broadest sense and [ 
believes that there are no naturally 
bad people. 


Fra Albertus possesses a fund of 


dry humor 
which 
is continually 


cropping out in his discourse. He is 
an excellent speaker 
and 
smiles 


quite broadly when he tells a joke 
on himself. He has an exoaustlesu 
store of amusing anecdotes and his 
stories have the distinction of being 
original; he never tells any he reads. 
Fra Albertus may live in a little 
town and be the editor of a little 
magazine, but anyone that imagines 
he is a little man makes a big mis- 
take.

The death of Hon. J. D. Sarnig- 


hausen removes a conspicuous figure 
from the citizenship of Fort "Wayne.

He had per- 
sonally endeared himself to a very 
great number of those of our people 
who are of German, birth or extrac- 
tion.

citizens one who had not the per- 
sonal acquaintance of Mr. Sarnig- 
hausen. He was a genial man of so 
many engaging personal traits that 
friendship was the inevitable conse- 
quence of contact with him. 


For thirty-nine years Mr. Sarnig- 


hausen had been identified with his 
newspaper, the Indiana. Staats-Zei- 
tung, and actively so until failing 
health, obliged him to give up the 
arduous work of the editorial desk. 
But he did not cease to interest him- 
self in his newspaper nor in public 
.Hairs, of which he held to the last 
a firm and comprehensive gTasp. 


John D. Snrnighausen was a man 


of scholarly attainments, intellectual 
power and culture and strong charac- 
ter. He exerted a wide and powerful 
influence and was a force in public 
affairs. 
He ranked high as a jour- 


nalist and was widely known in the 
United States. Ho will be greatly 
missed and sincerely mourned by an

Durhin this morning issued the fol- 
lowing Thanksgiving proclamation 
to the people of Indiana: 


"By the Governor of Indiana—A 


Proclamation: 


"With the puritans of Plymouth 


colony in the early settlement of our 
country originated the praiseworthy 
custom of setting aside a special day 
near the close of each year to be de- 
voted to prayer and thanksgiving to 
the Giver of all good for His infinite 
blessings and mercies. 
This exam- 


ple has successfully survived the in- 
tervening years and will continue to 
be emulated by Christian and God- 
fearing people because its influences 
are manifestly for the betterment of 
mankind. 


"Although the nation is yet sor- 


rowing on account of the death of a 
wise, prudent, just and eminent chief 
executive, there is comfort in the re- 
flection that the close of his useful 
life was as beautiful as it had been 
honorable. 
He met the inevitable 


summons with faith sublime, sur- 
rendering to the Master with the 
words upon his lips: 
"It is God's 


way; His will, not ours, be done." 
Fortunately the burden borne by the 
fallen chief has been assumed by an- 
other who looks to divine guidance 
and in whose patriotism the people 
have abiding confidence. 'God reigns, 
and the government at "Washington 
still lives.' 


"Therefare, in conformity with the 


proclamation issued by the president 
cf the United States, I hereby desig- 
nate Thursday, November 28, 1901, 
as a day when the people of Indiana

THE PURSUIT IS CONTINUE 


WARDEN M'CLATJGHRY THINK 


ALL WILL BE TAKEN. 


Leavenworth, Kan., Nov. 9.—Ten 


of the convicts who escaped from th 
federal prison here on Wednesday 
afternoon had "been accounted for thl 
morning. 
Two of them have been 


killed, two wounded and five other 
have been captured unhurt. 
Of th 


sixteen still at large, four are be 
ing pressed closely by armed prison 
guards and citizens, and word is ex 
pected at any moment that they -have 
been captured or killed. 
The othe: 


fleeing convicts, according to reports 
received at Warden IfficCl angary's 
office, are still making for the Indian 
territory. 


Warden McClaughry expressed con- 


fidence that he would ultimately cap- 
ture every one of the fifteen missing: 
convicts, 'and said he expected to -take 
several today. 


A message from the sheriff at Law- 


rence to the warden this morning saic 
that ten guards, a number of deputii 
and a crowd of citizens, all heavily 
armed, -\vcre on. the track of Frank 
Thompson, a negro convict, .the orig- 
inator and ringleader of the con- 
spiracy to escape, who is traveling 
•with two other convicts between Law- 
rence and Nortonville. Thompson is 
considered a desperate man and Is 
sure to give battle- before he sur- 
renders. 
He and his comrades are 


armed. The sheriff at Lawrence also 
reported that Gilbert Mullins, an- 
other of the ringleaders, is reported 
tvelve miles southwest of that city.

RE CAUSED EARL LI'S DEATH 


eft Russian Minister's Presence in 


Haging Passion, Went Home 


and Had Hemorrhage. 


Pekin, Nov. 9.—A violent dispute 


with H. Paul Lessar, Hussian m'inis- 
er to China, over the Manchuriaa 
;reaty, appears to have been the im-' 
mediate cause of the death of Li 


:uug Chang. 
The diplomatic events preceding 


this tragic climax have enabled Ja- 
>an for a moment to frustrate the 
designs of Bussia. 
A fortnight ago 


he Japanese legation; secured a re- 
iable outline of the terms of the 
;reaty, and thereupon demanded that 
the Chinese plenipotentiaries oificial- 
y lay before them the text, basing 
this demand- on the allegation that 
Japanese interests were involved iu 
any change of the status of Man- 
churia. 
The Chinese 
plenipoten- 


tiaries refused to comply with the de- 
mand. 
Thereupon tbe Japanese gov- 


ernment,' from Tokio, communicated 
with, the southern viceroys, and in- 
duced them to use their influence 
with the empress dowager against 
the treaty. 
Iu the meantime the 


empress dowager instructed Li Hung 
Chang to communicate the treaty, 
after certain modifications, to tbe 
ministers of the powers, and, If they 
did not object, to sign the same. Li 
Kuug uhang: visited M. Lessar an . 
explained to him the instructions. 
The Bussian minister strongly ,oa- 
jected to revealing the text of the 
treaty to the ministers of the other 
powers, and a stormy interview fol- 
lowed. 
Li Huug Chang1 went home 


in a violent passion and had, a hemor- 
rhage, which the doctors attribute to 
the overexertitra of a weakened sys- 
tem. 


While these things were happening 


in Pekin the southern Viceroys sent 
to the empress dowager a memorial 
against the treaty. 
On receiving it 


she telegraphed to Li Hung Chaug, 
countermanding the order to sign. 
This instruction came after Li Hung 
Chang had become unconscious. When 
M. Lessar endeavored to have Li 
Hung Chang's seal affixed to the 
treaty Chou Fu, provincial treasurer, 
had arrived from Pao-Ting-Fu and 
had taken charge of the seals as tem- 
porary successor of Earl Li. 


The flag of the United States lega- 


tion was the only one half-masted in 
Pekin yesterday. The mourners and 
the family of Li Hung 'Chang will 
burn paper offerings tomorrow, in ac- 
cordance with custom, for the use of 
his spirit in the other world- 
The 


street is huiig with mourning em- 
blems. 
All the attendants at the 


yamen are richly attired and many 
of them gaudily dressed. 
Yesterday 


musicians teat drums about the 
house. 
Li Hung Chang's estate will 


remain intact for the use of his eldest 
son, 
who will provide for the other 


members of the family.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—In 


this discourse, Dr. Talmags depicts 
the struggle of n man who desires 
liberation from the enthral imsiits o? 
evil, and shows how lie may be set 
free. Text, Prov. xxiii., 35: '-When 
shall I awake? 
I will seek it yet 


again." 


With n1! insight into human na- 


ffcure, such as no other man ever had, 
Solomon in these words is sketching 
the mental processes of a man who 
has steppe;! aside from the path of 
rectitude and would like to return. 
Wishing- for something better, he 
says: "When shall I awake? When 
shall I get over this horrible night- 
mare of iniquity?" But seize:! upon 
by uneradicated appetite 'and pushed 
down hill by his passions, lie cries 
out: 
"I will seek it yet again. I 


will try it once more!" 


About a mile from Princeton, N. J., 


there is a skating- pond. Ons winter 
day, when the ice was very thin, a 
farmer living near by warned the 
young men c-f the danger of skating 
at that time. They all took the 
warning except one young man. -He, 
in the spii-it of bravado, said: "Boys, 
one round more." He struck out on 
his skates, the ics broke, and his 
lifeless 'body "was "brought xip. And 
in all matters of temptation and al- 
lurment.it is not a prolongation tSiat 
is proposed, but only just one more 
indulgence, just one more sin. Then 
comes the fatality. Alas, for the one 
round more! 
"I will seek it yet 


again."' 


Our libraries are adorned with ele- 


gant literature addressed to young 
man, 
pointing out to them all the 


dangers and perils of life. Complete 
maps of the voyage of life—the 
shoals, the rocks, the' quicksands. 
But suppose a young man is already 
shipwrecked, suppose he is already 
off the track, suppose he has -already 
gone astray, how can he get tack? 
That is a question that remains un- 
answered, and amid all the books of 
the libraries I find not one word on 
that subject. To that 'class of per- 
sons I this day address myself. 


GREATLY DISHEARTENED.

I put the silver 
trumpet of the gospel to my lips and 
blow one long, loui blast, saying:

God is ready to spread a banquet 
upon your return, and all the hier- 
archs of heaven fall into line of ban- 
nered procession, over your redemp- 
tion. 


Years ago, and while yet Albert 


Barnes was living-, I preached in his 
pulpit one night to -the young men o: 
Philadelphia. In the opening .of my 
discourse I said: "Oh, Lord, give me 
one soul tonighit!" At the close of 
the service Mr. Barnes introduced a 
young man, saying: 
"This is the 


young man you prayed for." But I 
see now it was a too limited prayer. 
I offer no such prayer tod-ay. 
It 


must take in a wider sweep. "Lord, 
give us all these souls today, for hap- 
piness and aieavtvn." 


So far as God may -help <me, I pro- 


pose to show what -are the obstacles 
to your return, and then how you are 
to surmount these obstacles. 
The 


first difficulty in the way of your re- 
turn is the .force of moral gravita- 
tion. 
Just as there is a natural law 


which brings down to earth anything 
you throw into the air, so there is a 
corresponding moral gravitation. 
I 


never shall forget a prayer I 'hesrd a 
young man. make in the Young JKen's 
Christian association of New York. 
With trembling1 voice and streaming 
eyes, 
he said: 
Oh, God. Thou 


knowest how easy it is for me to do 
wrong', -and how hard it is for me to 
do right. God, help me!" 
That man 


knows not his own heart who has 
never felt the power of moral gravi- 
tation. 


In your boyhood you had good as- 


sociates and bad -associates. 
Whicu 


most impressed you? 
During the 


last few years you have heard pure 
anecdotes and 
impure ausi'lotes. 


Which the easiest stuck to your mem- 
ory? You have had good habits and 
bad habits. To which did your soul 
more easily? But tha.t moral gravi- 
tation may be resisted. Just as you 
may pick up anything from the earth 
and 'hold it in your hand toward 
heaven, just so, by the power of 
God's grace, a fallen soul may be lift- 
ed toward peace, toward pardon, to- 
ward salvation. The farce of moral 
gravitation is in every one of us. but 
also power in God's grace to overcome 
that force. 


The next thing in the way of your 


return is the pcwer of evil Mbits.. 
I know there ore thoes who say it is 
very easy for them to give up evil 
Inliits. I cannrt believe them. Here 
is a' man given to intoxication, who 
knows it is disgracing his family, 
destroying his property and ruining 


him—body, mind and soul. 
If that 


man, bfeing- an intelligent man and 
loving1 his family, .could, easily give 
UD that habit, would, he not do so? 
The fact that he does not give it up 
proves thet it is hard to give it up. 
It is a very easy thing1 to sail down 
stream, the tide carrying you with 
great force; but suppose you turn the 
boat "upstream, is it so easy then to 
row it? 
As long as we yield to the 


evil inclinations in our heart and to 
our bad habits, we are sailing down 
stream, but the moment we try to 
turn, we put cut boat in the rapids 
jusfc above Niagara and try to row 
upstream. 


WAVE OF WOE. 


A physician, tells his patient tha.t 


he must -quit the use of tobacco, as it 
is destroying his health. 
The man 


replies: 
"I can stop that habit easy 


enough," 
He quits the use 'of the 


weed. 
He goes around not knowing 


what to do with himself. 
He cannot 


sleep nights. 
It seems as if the 


world had turned upside down. 
He 


feels his business is going to ruin. 
Where he was kind and obliging he is 
scolding- 
and fretful. 
The com- 


posure that characterized him has 
given way ta a fretful restlessness, 
and he has become n complete fidget. 
What power is it that has i-olled a 
wave of wcs over the earth and 
shaken a portent in the heavens? He 
lifts quit tobacco. 
After a while he 


says: "I am going to do -as I please; 
the doctor does not understand my 
case. 
I am going back, to my old 


habits;" 
And -he returns. 
Every- 


thing- assiini-es its usual composure. 
His business seems to brighten. 
The 


world becomes an. attractive place to 
live in. 
His children, seeing- the 


difference, hail the return of their 
father's genial disposition. 
'What 


wave of color has dashed blue into 
the 
sky, and greenness into

mountain foliage, and the glow of 
sapphire into the sunset? 
Wh&l en- 


chantment has lifted 
a woi-id of 


beauty and joy on his soul? Hs has 
resumed tobacco. 


The fact is, -we all know in our own 


experience that habit is a taskmas- 
ter. 
As long as we obey it, it does 


not chastise us; but let us resist, and 
we find that we. are lashed with 
scorpion whips, and bound with ship 
cable, and thrown into the track of 
bone-breaking juggernauts. 


Suppose a man. of five or twenty

ces upon him like a pack of hounds, 
all their muzzles tearing away at the 
flanks of one poor reindeer. 


In Paris there is a sculptured re- 


presentation of Bacchus, the god of 
revelry. 
He is riding on -a panther 


at full leap. 
Oh, how suggestive! 


Lst every one who Is speeding on tad 
ways -understand he is not riding a 
docile and' well-broken steed, but 
that he is riding a monster wild and 
bloodthirsty and going at a death 
leap. 


I have also to say if a man wants 


to return from evil practices society 
repulses him. 
The prodigal, wish- 


ing to return, tries to take some pro- 
fessor of religion by the hand. The 
professor or religion looks at him— 
looks at the fa'ded apparel and the 
marks of dissipation—and instead 
of giving him a firm grip by the 
hand offers him the tipend of the lon- 
ger fingers 'of the left hand, which 
is equal to striking a man in the face. 
Oh, how few Christian people under- 
stand how much Gospel there is in 
a good, honest handshaking! Some- 
times when you have felt the need of 
encouragement, and some Christian 
man has taken you heartily by tha 
hand, have you not felt thrilling 
through every fiber of your body, 
mind and 
soul an 
encouragement 


that was just what you needed.

HEAD OF GILSEY PAMILY DIES. 


ITew York, Nov. 11.—Peter Gilsey,

In 
the test for rapidity of fire five full 
calibre 
shells, 
weighing 
1,185 


pounds, or more than half a ton each, 
were discharged in eleven, minutes 
and fifty-five seconds, almost bring- 
ing the weapon within, the class of 
rapid-fire pieces. 
The tes t for en- 


durance called for the firing- witliin 
two hours of twenty-five "air shots," 


what in an ordinary gun would 


bs called blank cartridges, but no 
diSiculty was experienced in firing 
forty shots in that time without any 
appreciable loss of pressure in the 
storage reservoir, the air pressure in 
the guii remaining- uniform at each 
shot at 1,000 pounds.

SCIENTISTS SAY TREATMENT 
FOK 
DOES NOT 


GIVE PARASITE A CHANGE TO MODIFY SYSTEM. 


*^ 


A paper of much interest on th 


relation of mosquitoes to malaria ta 
been prepared 
by 
Dr. / Theobal 


Smith, of Harvard university, wh 
under the direction of the state boar 
of health, has given great attentio 
to the disease as it has prevailed i 
Massachusetts during the last si 
years. Through the kindness of th 
officers of the association it has bee 
made possible to present in advanc 
some of the more important passage 
of the paper. Though it aims onl; 
•;o present a "brief connected survey1 


of recent discoveries regarding ma 
laria and mosquitoes, nevertheless, i 
brings out a number of points which 
' will be entirely novel to the genera 
leader. Coming at a time, too, when 
the 
season's 
vigorous campaign 


against the mosquito is closing, with 
the advent of cooler weather, 
Dr 


Smith's article may be taken as a 
resume of what has been done and 
what may be done in the warfare 
against malaria—especially wht may 
be accomplished by 
smaller com- 


munities and by individuals when 
mosquitoes and malaria come orouno 
again another year. 


Dr. Smith was the discoverer of the 


difference between the -bovine and 
the human bacillus of tuberculosis, 
as has been pointed out recently in 
connection with Dr. Koch/a address 
in London. Whatever he may say 
in regard to the nature and trans- 
mission of malaria has more than 
usual interest from the fact that the 
present knowledge of human 
ma- 


laria is based largely upon investi- 
gations of animal .malaria which he 
undertook, with the ssistance of F. 
X. Kilborne, ten years ago and which 
resulted in the discovery that the 
"tick" was the "intermediate host," 
as ifc is called, or general medium, 
as it may be less technically termed, 
which 
carried 
from diseased 
to 


healthy cattle the Texas fever that 
has so often ravaged the herds of 
the great southwest. 


ANIMALS HAVE OilALAEflA. 


The paper begins by pointing out 


that malaria and 
the part of th*1 


mosquito in spreading- it have been 
studied by four classes of men. The 
Si-st step was the study of the dia- 


• ease itself from the standpoint of the 
physician; the second, the study of 
the malarial parasite, to which the 
medical biologist and zoologist havi> 
devoted themselves; the third, the 
study of the mosquito, undertaken 
•oy the zoologist and entomologist, 
and the fourth, the investigation oi 
•the best way to get rid of the mos- 
quito, which is the work of the ento- 
mologist and the sanitary engineer. 
The fact, which is twell established 
and on which, the 
whole warfare 


against the mosquito depends, that 
the germ of malaria develops partly 
in the red corpuscles of the blood 
and partly in the stomach and the 
stomach walls of the mosquito, SO 
that both mosquito and man are re- 
quired to enable it to complete its 
life cycle, was the discovery of many 
men, 
each working 
on knowledge 


supplied to him by others. 


By one investigator or another it 


was found also that malarial para- 
sites live in the red-corpuscles of 
frog3, turtles, liaards, snakes;, that 
birds—crows, pigeons, finches and 
sparrows—in different parts of the 
world are affected with malaria, and 
that the parasite occurs in mammals 
other than man, as cattle, sheep and 
dogs—in all of which it produces 
severe 
and 
destructive 
dissases. 


Kan, therefore, is not the only one 
affected by malaria; the same dis- 
ease is general in 
animal 
life. 


Nevertheless, 
all efforts to prove 


that the parasites of animal were 
able to infect the human subject or 
that ths human malarial 
parasite 


•was able to infect animals proved n 
failure. 
Only one thing carried the 


parasites of human malaria, and that 
was the mosquito. Moreover, though 
it was found that the culex mosquito 
carried the malaria of birds, only 
the anopheles mosquito could carry 
that of human beings. 
Regarding 


the mosquito in general and the ano- 
pheles mosquito in particular, 
Dr. 


Smith says: 
MOSQUITO FAMILY NTHSE-ROTTS. 


"In 
consideration' of the large 


number of species which occur in 
most localities—it is said that there 
are not less than 250 species that 
liaye been determined in the entire 
•world—it is, of course, a problem of 
the greatest importance to find out 
which species cause malaria and 
which do not. 
In solving this prob- 


lem perhaps no one has done more 
than a certain Italian zoologist, 
Grassi, who studied the distribution 
of the mosquitoes in Italy. 
He 


found—and his work has since that 
time been confirmed— that of the two 
great genera of mosquitoes that are 
commonly found in various localities, 
Culex and Anopheles, Anopheles is 
the one that carries nmralial para- 
sites. 
By making careful compara- 


tive studies with infected Culex and 
by allowing patients to be stung by 
Anopheles, he reached the conclusion 
that the genus Anopheles is the one 


which transmits human malaria, an 
that Culex has nothing to do with i 
From this position Koch dissentec 
several years ago, when he studiec 
the disease in Italy, and he allegec 
that probably some species of Cule 
also transmit the disease. 
But 


am not aware of any further state 
meiit of his upon the subject, and 
think we must rest contented wit 
these statements for the presenl 
since the Italian scientists have mad 
personal and very thorough investi 
g-ations into this subject." 


"With the life history of tne mos 


quito studied as it has been, the the 
ory that the mosquito is the only 
agent in transmitting malaria is be 
lieved to be scientifically proved. Th 
only difficulty has been to explain 
the conditions under which malaria 
appears when large public works are 
undertaken—canals dug, 
railroac 


embankments built or drinking wa- 
:er and sewerage introduced. Here 
here is simply the overturning of 
the soil, on which the epidemic of 
malaria follows. 
The old theory 


;ys Dr. Smith, that the malarial or- 


ganism lives in the soil for untold 
ges until it is turned up is utterly 
idiculous and camrot longer be en- 
ert.Tined, so that the question arises 
,s to how it is possible to account 
or malaria appearing under such 
ircumstances. 
For, undoubtedly, it 


.early always doea appear. 
Dr. 


mith answers the question thus: 


INFECTION CARRIED. 


"There are several conditions that 


we should take into account. 
In the 


rst place, all such work involves the 
emporary formation of uaequalities 
f the soil, the interference with the 
atural shedding of the water from 
ie soil and the consequent forma- 
.on of puddles in which mosquitoes 
lay breed. 
Then in the economic 


oudifcioiis which prevail today it has 
eeu customary, in order to get work 
one, to import laborers in large 
umbers from different places and to 
eep them near the work; and this 
as given rise to the formation of 
.borers' camps. 
These camps have 


enerally beeu near a source of water, 
ecause proximity to water was a 
etessity of camp life. 
Sometimes 


his water was running, sometimes 


was stagnant. 
Then a third con- 


tion was the introduction: of indi- 
iduuls who probably had been 
irough malarial epidemics in other 
arts of the country where they had 
een at work, or who were brought 
om other countries where malaria is 
Ldemic in all its forms. 
"We have, 


hen, 
the very conditions that are 


ecessary to produce malaria. 
'We 


ave the infected individual, we have 


opportunity for the mosquito to 


reed, and we bring the infected IE- 
vidual in close contact with the 
reeding grounds of the mosquito. I 
link that these facts are sufficient 


1 explain, in. accordance with our 
resent theory of malaria, the exist- 
ice of malaria under conditions such 
91 have described." 
In conclusion Dr. Smith takes up 
te methods by which malaria can be 
uppressed. 
Iu Africa and in Asia, 


here malaria is the great enemy to 


extension of European empire, 


ie suppression of malaria seems to 
m to be questionable, but in a 
imate like that of Massachusetts it 
tould be entirely possible, in his 
)inion, to eradicate or to suppress it, 
o see that it does not assume epi- 
emic forms such as have prevailed

In pastures 
where there is not a natural shade we, 
wou'd by all means urge the erection 
of at least temporary sheds. If these 
arc located upon little knolls about 
ihe pasture, it will be not- only a sav- 
ing, of feed, but also of flesh, as the 
beasts will peek these sheds and rest 
during1 the hottest part of the day.

A paper ot much interest on th 


relation of mosquitoes to malaria ha 
been prepared by 
Dr. / Theobal 


Smith, of Harvard university, who 
•under the direction of the state boar 
of health, has given great attentio: 
to the disease as it has prevailed i: 
Massachusetts 
during the last sis 


years. Through the kindness of th 
officers of the association it has been 
made possible to present in advanc 
some of the more important passag. 
of the paper. Though it aims only 
to present a "brief connected survey* 
of recent discoveries regarding ma 
2aria and mosquitoes, nevertheless, i 
brings out a number of points which 
'will be entirely novel to the genera 
reader. Coming at a time, too, when 
the 
season's vigorous campaign 


against the mosquito is closing, with 
the advent of cooler weather, 
Dr 


Smith's article may be taken as a 
resume of what has been done and 
what may be done in the 'Warfare 
against malaria—especially wht may 
be accomplished -by smaller com- 
munities and "by individuals when 
mosquitoes and malaria come around 
again another year. 


Dr. Smith was the discoverer of the 


difference between the bovine 
the human bacillus of tuberculosis, 
as has been pointed out recently in 
connection with Dr. Koch's address 
in London. "Whatever he may say 
in regard to the nature and trans- 
mission of malaria has more than 
usual interest from the fact that the 
present knowledge of human 
ma- 


laria is based largely upon investi- 
gations of animal malaria which, he 
undertook, with the ssistance of F. 
TJ. Kilborne, ten years ago and which 
resulted in the discovery that the 
"tick." was the "intermediate host," 
as it is called, or general medium, 


. -as it may "be less technically termed, 
which 
carried 
from, diseased 
to 


healthy cattle the Texas fever that 
has so often ravaged the herds of 
the great southwest. 


ANIMAI/S HAVE -MALARIA. 
The paper begins by pointing out 


that malaria and the part of th? 
mosquito in spreading it have been 
studied by four classes of men. The 
first step was the study of the dia- 


- ease itself from the standpoint of the 
physician; the second, the study of 
ihe malarial parasite, to which the 
medical biologist and zoologist liavb 
devoted themselves; the third, thte 
study of the mosquito, undertaken 
•oy the zoologist and entomolog-isc, 
and the fourth, the investigation ot 
the best way to get rid of the mos- 
quito, -which is the .work of the ento- 
mologist and the sanitary engineer. 
The fact, which is well established 
and on which the whole warfare 
against the mosquito depends, that 
the germ of malaria develops partly 
in the red corpuscles of the blood 
and partly in .the stomach, and the 
stomach walls of the mosquito, so 
that both mosquito and man are re- 
quired to enable it to complete its 
life cycle, was the discovery of many 
men, each working 
on knowledge 


supplied to him by others. 


By one investigator or another it 


was found also that malarial para- 
sites live in the red corpuscles of 
frogs, turtles, lizards, snakes; that 
birds—crows, pigeons, •finches 
and 


sparrows—in -different parts of the 
world are affected- -with malaria, and 
that the parasite occurs in mammals 
other than man, as cattle, sheep.and 
dogs—in all of which it produces 
severe 
and 
destructive 
diseases. 


Man, therefore, is not the only one 
affected by malaria; the same dis- 
ease is general 
in 
animal 
life. 


Nevertheless, 
all efforts to prove 


that the parasites of animal were 
able to infect the human subject or 
that the human malarial 
parasite 


was able to infect animals proved a 
failure. 
Only one thing carried the 


parasites of human malaria, and that 
was the mosquito. Moreover, though 
it was found that the culex mosquito 
carried the malaria of birds, only 
the anopheles mosquito could carry 
that of human beings. 
Regarding 


the mosquito in general and the ano- 
pheles mosquito in particular, Dr. 
Smith says: 
MOSQUITO FAMILY NUMEROUS, 


"In consideration of the large 


number of species which occur in 
most localities—it is said that there 
are not less than 350 species that 
have been determined in the entire 
•world—it is, of course, a problem of 
the greatest importance to find out 
which species cause malaria and 
•which do not. In solving this prob- 
lem perhaps no one has done more 
than a certain Italian zoologist 
Grassi, who studied the distribution 
of the mosquitoes in Italy. 
H< 


found—and his work has since thai 
time been confirmed—that of the tw< 
great genera of mosquitoes that are 
commonly found in various localities 
Culex and Anopheles, Anopheles 1 
the one that carries maralial para 
sites. 
By making careful compara 


tlve studies with infected Culex an* 
by allowing patients to be stung by 
Anopheles, he reached the conclusion 
that the genus Auopheles is the on 


which transmits human malaria, an 
that Culer has nothing to do with i! 
From this position Koch dissente( 
several years ago, when- he studiec 
the disease in Italy, and he alleges 
that probably some species of Gules 
also transmit the disease. 
But 


am not aware of any further state 
ment of his upon the subject, and 
think we must rest contented wit! 
these statements for the present 
since the Italian scientists have mad 
personal and very thorough investi 
gations into this subject." 


"With the life history of tne mos 


quito studied as it has been, the the- 
ory that the mosquito is the only 
agent in. transmitting malaria is be- 
iieved to be scientifically proved. The 
only difficulty has been to explain 


conditions under which malaria 


appears when large public .works are 
undertaken—canals dug, 
railroad 


embankments built or drinking wa- 
ter and sewerage introduced. 
Here 


there is simply the overtux-ning- of 
the soil, on which the epidemic of 
malaria follows. 
The old theory, 


says Dr. Smith, that the malarial or- 
;anism lives in the soil for untold 
iges until it is turned up is utterly 
idiculous and cannot longer be en- 
ertained, so that the question arises 
is to how it is possible to account 
lor malaria appearing under such 
ircumstances. 
For, undoubtedly, it 


leai'ly always does appear. 
Dr. 


Smith answers the question thus: 


INFECTION CARRIED. 


'There are several conditions that 


we should take into account. 
In the 


:st place, all such work involves the 
emporary formation of unequalities 
f the soil, the interference with the 
atural shedding of the water from 
.he soil and the consequent forma- 
ion of puddles in which mosquitoes 
.ay breed. 
Then in the economic 


onditions which prevail today it has 
een customary, in order to get work 
one, to import laborers in large 
umbers from different places and to 
eep them near the work; and this 
as given rise to the formation, of 
iborers' camps. 
These camps have 


enerally been near a source of water, 
ecause proximity to water was a 
eCessity of camp life. 
Sometimes 


lis water was running, sometimes 
t was stagnant. 
Then a third con- 


ition was the iatroduction of indi- 
viduals who probably had been 
hrough malarial epidemics in other 
arts of the countiy where they had 
een at work, or who were brought 
com other countries where malaria is 
ndemic in all its forms. 
We have, 


hen, the very conditions that are 
ecessary to produce malaria. 
We 


ave the infected individual, we have 
n opportunity for the mosquito -to 
reed, and we bring the infected iu- 
ividual in close contact with the 
reeding grounds of the mosquito. I 
hink that these facts are sufficient 
o explain, in. accordance with our 
resent theory of malaria, the exist- 
nce of malaria under conditions such 
s I have described." 
In conclusion Dr. Smith takes up 
le methods by which, malaria can be 
uppressed. 
In Africa and in Asia, 


where malaria is the gTeat enemy to 


ie extension of European empire, 
le suppression of malaria seems to 
im to be questionable, but in a 
imate like that of Massachusetts it 
llould be entirely possible, in his 
pinion, to eradicate or to suppress it. 
o see that it does not assume epi- 
emic forms such as have prevailed 
ccasionally in the immediate past 
he things to be done are threefold- 


endeavor, in the first place, to rid 


he neighborhood of mosquitoes; sec- 
ndly, to protect individuals from the 
ites of mosquitoes, and, lastly, to 
rotect those sick from malaria from 
lie bites of mosquitoes, to prevent in 
the sick room the dissemination of 
nfected mosquitoes and to treat care- 
ully all cases subject to relapse. 


OIL A PAI/LIATURE. 


Dr. Smtih points out itihat the use 
f till en stagnant pools is only a 
lliative -and not -to be compared 
1th, drciinig-e, which, penn'anen'tly 
elisves the source of danger. Nat- 
urally, however, lie does not pay 
luuc-li attention »to the claim that 
when kerosene is used upon puddles 
o destroy ilhe mosquito larvae the 
mosquitoes tih'smsalves become so 
oadsd wlitfli kerosene -th'a't wfo.cn they 
fly into the lamp ait nigfcit they be- 
come Ignited au'd ar^ converted, into 
dange-rous sparks liaible to set fire 
to dwellings. "This," 'lie says, 
one of the arguments which the rural 
genius is apt to -breed, and. which 
are so injurious to fche work of pub- 
ic health authorities." Passing from 
this point, Dr .Smith advises the pro- 
per screening flf -houses, and that 
people generally who live in malarial 
regions should be informed of the 
dangeti of the open ialr after sun- 
down.

FACTS ABOUT ORCHIDS 


• The Life of the Orchid Hunter 
* 
is Not Strewn "With Hoses— 


£ 
Full of Dangers. 


The life of an old orchid hunte 


combines in itself all the most sen 
sational features of exploration 
untrodden districts, often infested b 
ferocious beasts and by even mor 
savage natives, and in many case 
highly malarious and disease laden 
Tha rarer orchids are generally foun 
in the most inaccessible spots and i 
the densest and most marshy jungles 
Even the natives avoid the district 


which the intrepid orchid hunte 


penetrates in search of !his floral 
quarry. 


A few years ago eight orchid hunt 


ers met at Tamatave and then sep 
arated in search of specimens. With 
n a year only one of them survived 
ind he had spent months in the mos 
>estilential swamps, from which, he 
imerged with his health permanently 
mpaired. One of the others had been 
aptured by native priests, who 
Irenched him with oil and burnec 
lim to death on their altar. 
The expense of collecting the 
rchids and getting them at last into 
he salesroom is very great. 3?or ex- 
mple, a fine orchid is found in 
ery out of the way part of Colombia. 


After being gathered the plants are 
wired to sticks and nailed inside 


oxes. These boxes are conveyed on 
journey of several days to Bogota, 


whence another six. days' journey 
akes them to Honda, where they are 
laced on rafts and conveyed down 
ie Iffagdalena river to Savanilla- 
irtnight's

cally done away with. By saving 


the strength of the plant used up 
n this way the fruit will be grown 
rger and with a finer flavor. 
The seedless orange is so far the 
ost successful of the fruits experi- 
ented on. It is the result of years 
: cultivation. 
The navel orange, which has very 
mall seeds, was first grafted on the 
ommon orange. The result was an 
range with, smaller and fewer seeds 
lan any in the market. The experi- 
ient was repeated over and over 
gain, until the present variety of 
bsolutely seedless oranges could be 
•own. As the seeds grew smaller 


the orange itself 
became larger, 


areeter and more juicy. 
Apples and pears have been grown 
•ithout seeds. The fruit so far ob- 
ained is smaller than the ordinary 
arieties and lacking 
in flavor. 


Tith a few years more of cultiva- 
on it is believed that seedless ap- 
les and pears will be as common as 
eedless oranges. 
Currants and grapes are grown in 
arge quantities without seeds.

HAD BTT3N13D DOWN. 


When we arrived in Port Wayne w-e 


found that our house had been de- 
stroyed by fire, together with our 
orchard, from which only two trees 
escaped destruction. 
The fire was 


supposed to hare been the work of 
Indians. These two apple trees my 
brother, John Bouria, moved with 
the aid of oxen to his horns on Colum- 
bia street, yesrs after, and one of the 
trees bore fruit as late as 1S37. 


We lived in the fort until a new 


bouse was Ir.iilt. 
It was loaded on 


what is now East Columbia street, be- 
tween Clinton and Ban- streets. Our 
family consisted of father, mother. 
two brothers, two sisters and mysrlf. 
Brother John was the eldest and I 
the youngest. John married ICss 
Anne Shans, of Detroit, L. T. Eourie 
and Miss ."%"isdemonia Bourie, of this 
city, being- their surviving1 children. 
My eldest sister, ITancy. became the 
wife of John P. Hedges, formerly of 
Kentucky, and well known "oy the 
old;r residents of the city.

Swing. Brother David married Jtliss 
Theresa Driver, also of this city.

GREAT MAN-HUNT GOING ON 


SOME OF THE RUNAWAYS ARE 


RECAPTURED. 


Leaven worth, 
Kas., 
Nov. 
8.— 


Forty mounted guards are beating 
the country for a radius of five miles 
around the federal penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth today in search 
of the twenty-six convicts who suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the guards 
late yesterday. The country is -wild 
and rough and affords ample oppor- 
tunity for escape, and as all of the 
convicts ars desperate men and 


' armed, conflicts -will doubtless result 


before they are captured. 


The net known result of the mu- 


tiny and the following fight with the 
guards was one convict killed; and 
four guards shot or otherwise hurt, 
but it is believed that many of the 
fleeing convicts received wounJs, 
however serious, 
from, the bullets 


sent after them 
by the pursuing 


guards. 


CASUALTIES. 


The dead: 
Quinn Fort, a desperate criminal 


from the Indian territory, who is be- 
lisved to have been the ringleader 
of the outbreak. 


•Wounded: 
Joseph B. Wal,drupe, prison guard, 


shot in forehead and breast, condi- 
tion still critical. 


Arthur Trelfcrd, 
captain of the 


guard, shot in leg, not serious. 


C. B. Burrows, guard, shot in neck, 


slight.

'It develops that the mutiny was 


planned several months 
ago, but 


that the men had never found a fa- 
vorable opportunity to carry it into 
effect until yesterday. The general 
plan was not new, -but it proved ef- 
fective because of the limited number 
of guards. 
As the better behaved 


prisoners are used in the outside 
work, the conspiracy was hatched 
among 'ths men in the inside gangs. 


A FAVORABLE TIME. 


The convicts chose the most favor- 


able moment of the day, while many 
of the guards, acting as foremen, of 
construction of the new cell house, 
were unarmed. 


Since last night the old prison has 


presented an air of activity that it 
has not known for years. As soon as 
the alarm was given guards were 
formed 
in marching 
order 
and 


mounted men, armed to the teeth, 
were drawn up in front of the main 
entrance. 'Most of the guards were 
old plainsmen. The escaped convicts 
were counted 
the most 
desperate 


criminals in ths southwest, and thi 
guards started out on their hunt in 
full knowledge of this fact. 


"he scene of the mutiny, however, 


•being some distance from the prison 
proper, the convicts had secured a 
gond start, and aided by the rough, 
woaded country, they had, 
before 


darkness fell, placed a gap between 
themselves and their pursuers. The 
guards at best could make but a 
desultory attempt 
at pursuit and 


were compelled to await daylight to 
take up the search. 


The alarm -was sent out in all di- 


rections, the officials of Kansas City, 
Atchison, St. Joseph, Topeka and 
Leavenworth being asked to keep the 
police on the outlook and all night 
in each of the cities armed police 
and detectives 
patrolled 
the out- 


skirts. 


COMMIT DEPREDATIONS. 


During- the night reports came in 


from all directions of thefts of horses 
and vehicles, clothing and food by 
the convicts, and 
as 
the report 


spread that the convicts were at 
large, citizens in the outlying dis- 
tricts became terror-stricken 
and 


barred their houses. 


Early today an increased number 


of guards, well armed and mounted, 
wore started out from the peniten- 
tiary. 


It is believed that all the convicts 


will ultimately be captured or over- 
taken by the guards and shot. Each 
prisoner has undergone an examina- 
tion under the Bertillon system and 
today these descriptions were mailed 
to every chief 
of 
police in 
the 


country. 


"Warden S. "W. McClaughry was in 


Kansas City when the mutiny broke 
cut, arranging for the annual con- 
vention of the ITational Prison Re- 
form association, which is to con- 
vene there tomorrow. He 
arrived 


home at the prison about three hours 
later and immediately set to work to 
recapture the convicts. 


"I have not completed my investi- 


gation," said he today, "but I am 


of the opinion that the outbreak was 
not due to the fault of any of the 
guards." 


SOME ARE CAPTURED. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 8.—A spe- 


cial to the Star from Leavenworth, 
Kas., says: 


Advices 
received 
at the prison 


early today indicate that the con- 
victs are making for the Indian Ter- 
ritory, a hundred miles south, with 
all speed. Warden McOlaughry is 
making every effort to head them ofi 
before they reach the Kansas river. 
He has telegraphed to sheriffs and 
other officers to guard the bridges. 
Answering telegrams received todaj 
from the neighborhood of Linwood, 
Kas., and several other points say 
farmers, well armed, are watching 
the bridges. The report shows thai 
the convicts 
are seizing 
farmers 


horses and running them at a high 
speed until the animals give out and 
then pressing in fresh ones when- 
ever found. By making these relays 
they are trying to outride the officers 
to the territory. 
Rewards amount- 


ing to i-560,000 have been offered foi 
the capture of all the convicts. Tru 
soldiers are keeping a watch ovei 
the reservation. All work at the new 
penitentiary site is suspended imt 
the convicts held in cells that tht 
guards can take up the 'hunt. Pic-

often a careless, untidy, or naggi 
wife drives ihe man to his only club 
the public house. 


Jleu drink in company, women to 


often in secret, making the dctectio 
of the early stages- difficult or almos 
impossible, 


AVe will now just see how this evi 


of drinking affects men and women. 


1. When a man comes home drun 


he comes as- a terror to his cluldrei 
who shriek on hearing: his footsteps 
he quarrels with his wife, as to h 
food, it may be;; he may be'-violen 
and smash up his little furniture, ana 
with the broken pieces assault 
his 


long-suffering partner; 
But when a 


woman drinks she neglect* her chil- 
dren, pawns their 
clothes, leaving 


them exposed to cold and disease; she 
•neglects her home" and her husband, 
diTving him probably also to drink, 
and so leading to assault and perhaps 
murder. 


2. Again, when a man is imprisoned 


for some consequence of his drunken- 
ness, the family is indeed deprived 
of the chief bread-winner, and they 
are exposed to want and privation, 
which may, however,.be mitigated by 
ihe industry of the wife; but when 
the wife is shut up the family is de- 
prived of the mainstay, the husband 
is left without -anyone to care for him 
or provide his food, tlie children are 
left io run about unearned for and ex- 
posed to all sorts of dangers, and on 
her coming out of prison her drink- 
ing habits- are as bad as ever, and 
thehousc has ultimately gone to wrack 
and ruin. 


I have hitherto referred only to 


wives, but woe beiide that solitary 
woman, whether the 
• unmarried or 


th* childless widow, wiiot .companion- 
less and despairing in;Ler. very soli- 
tude, has recourse to drink in. order 
to infuse, if possible, some, measure 
of so-called happiness or oblivion into 
her probably " objectless 
life. 
For 


thcsy sad.and unhappy.cases, the vic- 
tims of a veritable disease, measures 
-must, be taken (1) io .prevent Jhem 
having access to the poison that is de- 
stroying-their existence; (2) to help 
them lir their fight against the ier- 
rible onsets of the drink-crave, and 
(3) lo build up their health during Ihc 
process, which, in most cases, is as- 
sociated with a deeper despair and 
hopelessness. And in our dealing; with 
these suffering sisters of ours lot us 
ever remember that a tender and hu- 
man sympathy will do more to wean 
them from the -habit than any meas- 
ure of forcible coercion. 


Among the well to do, facilities for 


women obtaining drink arc heing*mul- 
tiplied. 
The granting of licenses io 


grocers is one of the chief of these. 
The housekeeper has no necessity to 
enter a public house, she has only 
to go to her grocer and have ihe bot- 
tle of Tvine put down as enmlics or 
raisins or some, other commodity, and 
even the lady in her carriage, can there 
obtain all she needs without even en- 
tering1 a wine merchant's establish- 
ment? And to those who have no 
shrinking from entering 
a 
public 


house there arc now being fitted up la- 
dies' bars, comfortably furnished, and 
in .some cases, with a separate, unob- 
trusive door, where She enemy lies in 
wait to compass their destruction. 


The drink habit lays hold of women 


insidiously, anil of it? effects one of 
the most frequent is ihe habit of ly- 
injr—:i pretty constant symptom of 
Ihe disease; 
then comes untidiness, 


poverty, dirt, ruin and death. 


But'before death closes ihe 
sail 


scene there is another effect that is 
becoming deplorably frequent, 
and 


that is insanity; the proportion being 
of two women to one man, ami the 
seeds of insanity once sown bring 
forth fruit in succeeding-generations

It may have been the words of 


Charles Dunn himself, dropped from 
his lips during the searching' fire of 
cross-examination, that made his 
conviction a certainty. This is ons of 
the interesting facts elicited in casual 
talks with the jurors after they had 
returned their verciict and been dis- 
charged, and serves to illustrate hov.' 
closely the twelve men were watch- 
ing every point in the case during the 
days of its development. 


The utterance which was regarded 


by the jurors with mcst deep sig- 
nificance was made at the time Prose- 
cutor Emrick was questioning- the ac- 
cused man concerning the visit of the 
Huntertown gentlemen to his homo 
Sunday evening with the fixed de- 
termination to search the cistern bg- 
neath the kitchen. Dunn himself had 
described the meeting at the gate, the 
discussion there, and the start for the 
house with Ballou and Noonan to 
make the search. 
Dunn said he 


stopped for a moment upon the way 
to pick up the garden rake. 


"What did you do that for?" asked 


Mr. Emrick. 


"To get the girl's body out with," 


was the instantaneous response of the 
accused man, who, however, quickly 
followed it with other conversation. 
and the possible significance of tha 
remark escaped the vast majority of 
those who heard the testimony. 


ATTORNEYS SAW IT. 


Hot so, however, with the state's 


attorneys and some of the court of- 
ficials. Reporter Underwood has the 
reply in his notes, and the state's at- 
torneys say they were positive at the 
time that the jurors had noted it. It 
is entirely probable, also, that Mr. 
Dunn's attorneys also -saw the re- 
mark, and each side—the state under 
the belief that the jury had caught it, 
and the defense under the belief that 
the state's attorneys had not noted it 
—believed it wise to make no further 
reference to it. 
It was not dwelt 


upon in the arguments, though Judge 
Hench. made especial reference to 
Dunn's pause at the time of the occur- 
rence, 'but did not refer to his state- 
ments. 


It transpires, however, that prac- 


tically every one of the jurors had 
been quick to grasp Dunn's words, 
which, may have been an unconscious 
slip of the tongue, and they evidently 
accepted them as evidence of the 
man's guilty fore-knowledge of the 
fact that the body was in the cistern. 
Wihen the last ballot had decided' 
upon a verdict of guilty, one of the 
jurors remarked to his fellows: 


"That's a just verdict, and I'll tell 


you why I am so positive." He then 
referred to Dunn's answer to the 
prosecutor's question, and it was 
quickly evident that all had attached 
deep importance to the words of the 
accused man. 


HOW IT^WAS REACHED. 


While as is usually the case in 


trials of this magnitude, there is a 
reticience upon the part of the jurors 
to talk of the deliberations in the 
jury room, some interesting informa- 
tion in that connection was picked up 
after the jurors had been discharged 
and were preparing to leave for thsir 
homes. 


It is stated upon excellent author- 


ity that from almost the first ballot 
taken the large majority favored the 
verdict of guilty as charged. 
The 


proportion, it is believed, at the out- 
set was 9 to 3. The first ballot was 
taken as soon as they retired for de- 
liberation. Then came a discussion 
of perhaps fifteen minutes, and the 
second ballot was taken. Others fol- 
lowed during the night and forenoon 
at irregular intervals—some of them 
as long as two hours apart. 
At no 


time, it is believed, were more than 
three votes in favor of acquittal. 
Fourteen ballots had been taken to 
the middle of the afternoon, and it 
had then reached 11 to 1 for convic- 
tion. On the succeeding ballots one 
of those who had favored conviction 


the death penalty. 
Discussion fol 


lov/ed, tiifi in the succeeding" ballots, 
taken at intervals of about fifteen 
minutes, those \rho had voted 
foj 


hanging dropped over one by one, 
and it is said that the two v/ho were 
last to change their ballots 
from 


hanging1 \vera among the trio thai 
had at first voted fcr acquittal, and it 
is believed that their earlier vote? 
were more in the nature of a recan- 
uisa:ice to determine where the bal- 
ance of the jurovs stood than with an 
idea of clinging to the position to the 


end. 
About thirty 
ballots weie 


taken. So far as can be learned there- 
was a remarkable unanimity among 
the jurors, and absolutely no un- 
pleasantness. 
One of them said -il 


the close: 
<:We did what we believed 


was absolutely right. 
We believed 


we had the evidence, and the verdict 
is endorsed by our consciences." 


WHAT DUNN SAID. 


Perhaps coolest among the crowd 


present in the court room was th-:- 
convictecl man himself. 
As Dunn 


was taken down the elevator and oaf 
through the sheriff's 
office a 
few 


minutes after the words of the ver- 
dict had been read to him, he noticed 
a very large St. Bernard dog, and re- 
marked: 


"What a log- of bologna that fellow 


would mr.ke'"' 


Asked his opinion of the verdict 


while on his way back to the jail, 
Dunn, said: 


j"That's about v/hat you could ex- 


pect from a jury, but( I don't see how 
they cculd ever reach such a verdict 
from the evidence. 
But the casa is 


not ended yet; it is not my nature tc 
give up. We will ask for a new trial, 
and if this is denied, the case will be 
carried to the stinreme caurt." 


Seen at the county jail on Friday, 


Dunn had lost none of either his 
cheerfulness or his complacence, and 
he assured a reporter for The Senti- 
nel that he hnd slept soundly, anil 
that the adverse verdict had affected 
neither his ability to sleep nor his ap- 
petite. "You can tell the people that 
I haven't got the blues yet," said he. 


Concerning the motion for a new 


trial and the appeal of the case to 
the supreme court, the prisoner was 
not inclined to be so communicative 
as on Thursday, for when, the ques- 
tion was asked he roplied: 


•I cannot say definitely, but it is 


hardly probable that it will be al- 
lowed to step here. But I have not 
seen my attorneys and the matter is, 
of course, in their hands. I expect 
them to spend a part of the afternoon 
with me, and we will then decide 
what to do next." 


Mr. Dunn declined to express his 


opinion 
of 
the 
verdict, 
though 


his tone convinced one that he had an 
opinion of very forcible character 
upon the subject. Asked if be ex- 
pected it, he said: 


"Noj the very worst I expected was 


a disagreement, and I did not begin 
to think of even that until the law- 
yers were about half through with 
their speeches. I do not see how such 
a finding could have been reached by 
the jury." 


SATISFIED WITH "VERDICT. 
The attorneys for the state, Sheriff 


Stout and his deputies, Coroner Bav- 
nett and others who have been assist- 
ing tho prosecution, express complete 
satisfaction with the verdict. This is 
also true of Edward Cothrell, father 
of ths little girl, who WP.S in court 
when the verdict was read. 
While 


the officials -have from the first as- 
serted the positive opinion that they 
had evidence to convict Dunn, they 
are unanimous in the preference for 
the life sentence as against the death 
penalty in this case. 


Few people outside the immediate 


official circles can have any concep- 
tion of the tremendous amount of 
arduous work that has been involved 
in the preparation of the case for 
trial. From the day the body of the 
little girl was dragged from the cis- 
tern at Wallen down to the veiy close 


he trial. Sheriff Stout, Deputy 


John Ryan. Prosecutor Emrick and 
Coroner Barnett have been untirinsf 
in their efforts to bring out the real 
truth of this whole terrible affair. 
The work of hunting1 witnesses and 
investigating every phase of the case 
necessitated many dnys of hard worlc. 
and it had been clone by them as n 
duty require:! by their official posi- 
tions. Upon the side of the defense 
were enlisted the services of a quartet 
of able detectives. 


Tne trial itself occupied fourteen 


days and it will be conceded that a 
powerful array of legal talent was 
engaged in the case. Prosecutor Em- 
rick, who had been at work upon the 
case for weeks, was joined a few days 
before the tri?l by Judge Hench, and 
they ,together with Attorney Frank 
Emrick, conducted the prosecution 
most ably.

Morris, two of the ablest and best 
known lawyers in northern Indiana.

Jlnrie Sampleson in a temporary out- 
burst of temper had pushed her away 
from her n.nd in this manner she fell 
into the cistern; that Marie had made 
every effort to save her, but it was 
futile. 
The announcement was also 


made that Marie would canfess this 
in effect previous to the birth of her 
child.

years ago. 


•Eor two years piist Sir. Sanng-L.au- 


sen has been, able to do hut little in 
the way of editorial work upon his 
paper, yet he retained the fullest in- 
terest in its management, and as his 
condition permitted "wrote for 
its 


columns. 
He was at the office for 


the last time in the middle of June 
last, and on June lo he was seized 
with an illness which "was at first 
presumed to "be something of the na- 
ture of paralysis. Later he improved 
slightly, hut has never been able to 
leave his room since tliat time, and 
his employes visited 'him regularly 
to receive his instructions as to the 
business conduct of his newspaper. 
He was taken suddenly worse Thurs- 
iay morning at 10 o'clock. 
Henry 


Krah, foreman of the Staats-Zeitung 
composing room, has lived with. Mr. 
Sarnighausen for many years, and 
was with him ait the end that morn- 
ing;. 
The patient lost consciousness 


Thursday night, rallied slightly at 2 
o'clock next morning, then, sank into 
the peaceful, gradual decline wliich 
terminated in his 
death at 4:30 


o'clock. 


WBOTE A BIOGRAPHY. 


For some time the aged man has 


realized tliat his end was near, and 
during the past year he had written 
a brier' biographical sketch, -which 
was left with the employes in the 
Staats-Zcituiig office. 
It is in Ger- 


man and translated is as follows: 


';I was born October 31, 1818, in 


Brake, Grand Duchy of Oldenburg, 
where my father was a civil officer. 
When a few yoars later my father, 
who was a native of Hanover, re- 
turned there aud entered the govern- 
mental service, we lived iirst in Gas- 
ton, 
and then in Horn&burg. 
This 


has been my real home. 
I studied 


in the high schools at Stadde and 
then in Lnerneburg. Later I studied 
theology in Goottingeii, where after- 
wards I was a private teacher for 
some time. 
Then I was assistant to 


Rev. Lcccum, member of the faculty 
of a charitable institution at Han- 
over, and finally I was made assist- 
ant paster in GoetUngen. 


In June, 1860, I came to America, 


living at St. Louis until January, 
1862, when I came to Fort Wayne 
and took charge 
of the Indiana 


3tr.ats-Z3ihing, a weekly news-paper 
then owned by Messrs. F. Meyer and 
A. Siemon. 
I purchased the paper 


in 1863. 
Sinca that time I have 


continually resided in Fort Wayne, 
and I need not mention this portion 
of my life, ns everybody has known 
me here. 
In 1867 I changed the 


Staats-Zeitung1 from a weekly to a 
tri-weekly, and in 1877 to a daily. 
From 1871 to 1379 I was state sen- 
ator—first from Allen county, then 
from Allen and Adams counties, and 
at last from Allen, Adams and Wells 
counties." 


Mr, Sarnigliausen was a man of 


high education and conspicuous abil- 
ity, ana oecupicu a foremost place 
iu the ranks of citizenship. 
Polit- 


ically he was a democrat, and was a 
recognized le.ider for many years 
among the Gfrman people of Allsn 
:aunty. 
He was a vigorous editorial 


writer, and during many years wield- 
si a 
forceful 
political 
iufiueiiea 


tliraug-liO'Jt this portion of the state. 
His services in the state legislature 
\vero of much vnlue to the people, 
md he stood well as a legislator. He 
was chairman of the senate commit- 
tee en education in 1877 and 1879. 


Mr. Saniig'hauseii never married, 


rvnd there are no relatives living in 
ihs city. 
One sister and several 


nephews and nisces reside iu Ger- 
many. 
He was a man of kindly 


heart and sturdy character, and was 
especially endeared to his employes. 
For them he had the warmest feeling, 
their business relations were invari- 
ably agreeable, and in addition to 
this the veteran editor manifested 
the mcst earnest concern in their 
personal welfare, 


Mr. Samiguausen left a will, and 


until this is made public, the dispo- 
sition of his newspaper property will 
not ba known. 


3£r. Samighausen was a devoted 


member of St. P.iuPs 
Lutheran 


church, and Sev. Jacob Miller of- 
ficiated at the funeral ssrvice, which 
was held from ths residence Mon- 
day morning at 9 o'clock. 
In ac- 


cordanoe with the expressed wish of 
Mr. Sarnighauscii the remains "were 
not be taken to the church, but at 
tlie close of the simple funeral serv- 
ice r,t the home were taken to Ccn- 
cordin. for interment.

FOREIGN OFFICE. 


FLEET TO BE WITHDRAWN 


END OF A BRIEF BUT NOTABLE 


INCIDENT. 


Paris, Nov. 8.—France has scored 


a complete triumph in the Turkish 
dispute. 
The foreign 
office 
this 


morning received advices announc- 
ing- that the sultan has yielded to the 
entire demands formulated by the 
French government, and only the 
question of form regarding the exe- 
cution of the engagements remains 
to be settled. 
This may be done 


within the next twenty-four hours, 
or, it is expected, at the latest in two 
or three days. 
Then Admiral Gail- 


lard will reliquish his occupation of 
the island of Mitylene. 


An official note was issued at 1 p. 


m. today to the effect that the porte 
had decided to yield to all the de- 
mands of France/ and that as soon as 
the sultan has issued an irade ratify- 
ing the decision the French squadron 
will leave Mitylene. 


President Louhet presided today at 


the cabinet council. 
The foreign 


minister, 
JYL Delcasse, announced 


that the porte had just advised him 
that if. had decided to give satisfac- 
tion in the case of the various French 
demands, to which 3M. Delcasse re- 
plied that so soon as the sultan's or- 
der regarding the porte's decision was 
communicated to -him Admiral Cail- 
lard's squadron would leave the Is- 
land of mitylene. 


WHAT IS YIELDED. 


The Temps prints a dispatch from 


Constantinople dated 
today, which 


says that the sultan, in accepting the 
French demands, firstly, authorizes 
the working1 of the French schools, 
hitherto unrecognized; secondly, he 
recognizes, officially, the existence of 
the religious and hospitable institu- 
tions already founded, and. 'accords 
them customs immunity and exemp- 
tion from certain taxes, and thirdly, 
he authorizes the reconstruction of 
the schools and hospitable institu- 
tions destroyed at the time of the 
Armenian troubles, of which a de- 
tailed list is attached to the French 
note. 


Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish foreign 


icjinister, has announced that the 
recognition of the 'Chaldean patri- 
arch, demanded by France, already 
has been accorded. 


BUTTERMILK AND CANCER.

ANCIENT PAINTINGS. 


Miss A. De Zavala, president of the 


Daughters of the R&public of Texas, 
who has been, engaged in gathering 
historical relics for that organiza- 
tion, has' come in possession of five 
oil paintings from the brush of mas- 
ters' of centuries ago, some of them 
hearing date as far back as the fif- 
teenth century. 
Where these paint- 


ings were secured Hiss Be Zavala at 
this time declines to state, says a 
San Antonio correspondent, hut there 
is a report that they were found in 
an underground passageway connect- 
ing the old Jesuit missions near this 
city. The subjects .of these paintings 
are: 
"The Crucifixion," "Adoration 


of the "Wise Men," "The Stable of 
Bethlehem," 
"Christ Bearing the 


Cross" and "The Resurrection." All 
of the paintings are in a fine state 
of preservation, but show stains, as 
if by some fluid, but it is believed 
these can be removed. "The Stable 
of Bethlehem." bears date, 
plainly 


marked in one corner, 1496, and is 
claimed to be a -Correggio. "The Cru- 
cifixion" bears date 1621. The other 
paintings, it is believed, belong to a 
period prior to 149G. The paintings 
will be on exhibition at the St. Louis 
world's fair. 
Three of the paintings 


are on canvas and two on wood.
